Extra@ of a letter from Lord Vifcount Gosrorp, Colonel of 
the Armagh Militia, and Major Waroce, of the Antient 
Britifh light drageons, to Lieutenant-General ‘Lake, dated 
Naas, Thurfday morning, 8 o’clock, 24th May, 1798. 

This morning, about half pafttwo o’clock, a dra- 
goon, from an out-poft, came in ‘and informed Major 

Waro te, of the Ancient Britifh, that a very confider- 

able armed body were approaching rapidly upon the 

town. ‘The whole garrifon were inftantly under arms, 
and took up their pofitions according to a plan previouf- 
ly formed in cafe of fuch an event happening. They 
made the attack upon our treops, pofted near the gaol, 
with great violence, but’ were repulfed ; they then made 

a general attack in almoft every direétion, as they had 

ot poffefion of almoft every avenue into the town.— 
hey continued to éngage the troops for near three 

quarters of an houry whea they gave way, and fled on 
all fides. . The cavalry immediately ik advantage of 
their confufion, charged in almolt every diretion, and 
killed a great number of them. A great quantity of arms 
and pikes were taken, and within this half hour many 
hundred more were brought in, found in pits near the 
town, together with three men with green cockades, 
all of whom were. hanged in the public ftreet. We 
took another prifoner, whom we have fpared, in confe- 

quence of his haviug given us information that will e- 

nable ys to purfue thefe rebels ; and from this man we 

leatn' that they were above a thoufand ftrong. They 
were commanded, as this man informs us, by Micnaer 

Reynotps, who was well mounted, and dreffed in yeo- 

man uniform, but unfortunately made his efcape ; his 

horfé wé have got. 

When we are able to collect further particulars, you 

fhall be made acquainted with them. About 30 rebels 

were killed in the ftreets ; in the fields, we imagine, a- 

bove an hundred; their bodies have not yet been brought 

together. 
It is impofible to fay too much of the cavalry and 
infantry ; their conduct was exemplary throughout. 


DUBLIN-CASTLE, MAY 25. 1798, HALF PAST 3. P. M. 
Extract of a letter from Liutenant-General Dunvas to Lord 
Vifcount CasTtangacu, dated Naas, May 25. 1798. 

Tn addition to the account which I had the honour 
of fending you yelterday, I have the fatisfaction to in- 
form your Lordfhip, that about 2 P. M. yelterday I 
marched out again to attack the rebels, who. had af- 
fembled in great farce-on the north fide of the Liffey, 
and were advancing towards Kilcullen Bridge: They 
occupied the hills on. the Jeft of the road leading to 
Dublin, the road itfelf and the fields highly inclofed, 
on the right. The attack began between 3 and 4; 
was made with gallantry; the infantry forcing the ene- 
my on the road, and driving them from the hills on 
the left ;-the-cavalry, ~with equal fliccels, cutting off 
their retreat. ‘The affiir ended foon after 4. The 
flaughter was confiderable for fuch an ation, one hun- 
deed and thirty lay dead. No prifoners. — 

I have the further fatisfaction of ftating to your Lord- 
thip, that his Maijefty’s’ troops did not fuffer in either 
killed or wounded. The, rebels left preat quantities of 
all kinds of atms behind them, and fied in all direc- 
tions.
